Carter Glass (Dem.), Virginia pub- 
lisher of two newspapers in Lynch- 
burg; Va., today repeated his refu- 
sal to sign the publishers’ agree 
ment with the NRA under which 
newspapers of the country are oper- 
ating pending completion of their 
formal code.

educational program calling for 
“the utmost endeavor for the pro- 
tection of education from kinder- 
garten through university.” 

The program called for “truly 
professional standards” in the class 
room, smaller classes taught by 
trained teachers, a broader cur- 
riculum, an equitable wage for all 
instructors with security of tenure 
and “decent” working conditions, 
the establishment of teacher unions, 
maintenance of educational stand- 
ards, old age pensions and oppor 
tunity for teachers to help formu- 
late educational policy. 

The resolution embodying these 
features was presented for the 
federation’s educational committee 
by Florence Curtis Hanson of the 
American Federation of Teachers. 

Says Policy Is Destructive. 

The report approved by the con- 
vention said that “no greater men- 
ace to industrial recovery could de- 
velop” than that brought by the 
re closing of schools for economy’s 

sake. It held this tendency was 
“destructive” and that “only misfor- 
oe tune can come if this policy is con- 
ai tinued.” 7 

Reduction of teachers’ salaries, 
“always inadequate,” if continued 
for any length of time, the commit- 
tee held, will Bring the “passing of 
the public free schools.” 

After hearing William R. Trotter 
of the International Typographical 
Union argue.that membérs of the 
American Newspapers’ Association 
are “exploiting” children, the con- 
vention unanimously adopted a 
resolution urging loVal labor organ- 
izations to work unceasingly for 
ratification by the states of the 
child labor constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Trotter said that NRA codes are 
temporary and that the constitu- 
tional amendment must be adopted 
to outlaw child labor for all time) 

Address by Senator Wagner. 

Strikes without resorting first to 
arbitration were called destructive 
to recovery by Senator Wagner of 
New York in a speech yesterday 
before the federation. He agreed 
that the wages and hours in some 
NRA codes should be changed fur- 
ther to benefit workers. 

With thousands of workers out 
on strike, Wagner, who helped draft 
the Recovery Act, and now is chair- 
man of the National Labor Board, 
told the convention: 

“Any group which indulges in 
strikes or lockguts, without first in- 
voking the intérvention of the Na- 
tional Labor Board, violates every 
dictate of good policy and exhibits 
a complete oversight of the mag- 
nificent possibilities of our whole 
recovery philosophy and program.”

MISSOURI LIQUOR LAW 


Group Advocates High Fees 
and Service Bars Instead 
of Public Bars. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 10-—A 
stringent licensing law for the 
handling of liquor after the repeal 
of prohibition will be sought by 
Missouri hotel men. W. E. Downs, 
St. Joseph, named head of a com- 
mittee, by the Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma Hotel Association, to or- 
ganize the Missouri hotels in order 
to have a more effective voice 
when the special session of the 
Legislature convenes next week, 
will offer the following brief: 

No public bars, service bars only; 
high license fees; books open to 
inspectiqn by the State Food and 
Drug Department, so that at no 
time shall the volume of the liquor 
business be greater than that of 
other departments. 

No permits to hotels or restau- 
rants not in business prior to April 
1, 1933; licenses to go with the 
premises and not with -the individ- 
ual; no licenses outside the corpor- 
ate limits of cities, where super- 
vision can be exercised by the po- 
lice or local excise boards, except 
in the cases of legitimate country 
clubs, already organized and opera- 
ting. — 

Licenses to be restricted to one 
to each 5000 of population; licenses 
to be procured only with consent of 
people living in the neighborhood 
so as to protect schools and 
churches.

Manufacturers Handling 75 
Pct. of Volume of Trade 
Asks Farm Bureau to Ex- 
empt Them. 


By .the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10. — Mass 
abandonment by -manufacturing 
groups today threatened to extin- 
guish the fair competition code for 


the food and grocery industry. 


With farm administrators and 
distributers at odds over price 
stabilizing plans for the $9,000,000,- 
000 industry,~ major processing 
groups sought complete exemption 
from the code’s provisions. 

These manufacturers were esti- 
mated to form 75 per cent of the 
wholesale and retail grocery dis- 
tribution volume. Those asking 
exemption included flour milling, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, canned 
goods, fisheries, retail tobacco, 
candy, spices and imported foods, 

They told the farm administra- 
tion in a public hearing which will 
be continued today, that the various 
groups preferred separate codes. 
Some wholesalers declared that 
without the processors the code 
would be valueless. 

Most of the retailers and whole- 
salers indorsed the price proposal 
—language forbidding sales at less 
than minimum mark-ups over cost 
of 2% per cent for wholesalers and 
7™ per cent for retailers. But 
George N. Pesok, Farm Administra- 
tor, has indicated strong opposi- 
tion to this provision.

Wilfred C. Leland Sr., Wit- 
ness in Suit in Philadel- 
phia, Says Edsel Urged 
Secrecy.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 10.—Wil- 
frid C. Leland Sr. of Detroit, testi- 
fied today in support of charges 
made in a civil suit that Henry 
Ford failed to keep a promise to 
pay obligations of the old Lincoln 
Motor Car Co., which he bought. 
Ford is suing the Sweeten Auto- 
mobile Co, of Philadelphia for 
$6800 alleged to be due on promisory 
notes, while the Sweeten company 


has filed a counter suit claiming 
$168,000 from Ford. 

The Sweeten company seeks to re- 
cover alleged losses incurred after 
Ford purchased the Lincoln com- 
pany, whose cars the Sweeten com- 
pany handled in the Philadelphia 
territory. 

Leland testified that Ford orally 
promised his father, the late Henry 
M. Leland, that all creditors and 
shareholders of the Lincoln con- 
cern would be paid. 

The witness testified the Lincoln 
company went into receivership in 
1921 and efforts were made to in- 
terest capital to buy the plant and 
protect creditors and stockholders. 

He said Henry Ford was very 
much interested and agreed to buy 
the company. 

Wanted Matter Kept Secret. 

“He said,” Leland testified, “he 

would -upply the money to pay 
creditors and stockholders in full. 
He also said he didn’t want the mat- 
ter to become public, telling me to 
continue negotiations with two 
other groups, but not to commit my- 
self. 
“He also told me to wear old 
clothes and to go two or three days 
without shaving so as to give the 
impression that I was in very poor 
circumstances.” 

Leland further testified that Ed- 
sel Ford called him on the tele 
phone and invited him to come to 
the Ford home, but instructed him 
to use a back road and enter 
through a rear gate.

Leland said this arrangement 
continued for only a few weeks and 
then the exclusive Lincoln sales or- 
ganizations were reduced to 40 
cities. 

Ford Depositions Read. 


Depositions of Henry Ford and 
his son, Edsel, taken in Michigan 
last May, were then read to the 
jury in Common Pleas Gourt, pre- 
sided over by Judge Harry J. Mc- 
Devitt. Both depositions denied 
there was any promise to pay Lin- 
coln company creditors. 

Henry Ford in his deposition tes- 
tified that the Lincoln company 
plant was bought largely out of 
sympathy for the elder Lelend.

He 
sprawled over the sidewalk in his 
new blue suit and made no answer 
to the Weber employes who ran to 
his aid. In his pocket they found 
$330. 

The car he had driven to the op- 
posite curb was registered by his 
bodyguard’s sister. Last April 1 
Winkler and the bodyguard, David 
Goldblatt, had been arrested car- 
rying weapons and several thou- 
and dollars in envelopes, marked 
as though for payoffs. He was con- 
victed of pistol carrying, but ap- 
pealed. 

While the priest was murmuring 
the rites of his church at the hos- 
pital, he died. A few moments la- 
ter a group of surgeons, attending 
a convention of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons here, stepped into 
the operating room and examined 
the body of the gangster. 

Bejeweled Belt Buckle. |

FROM ST. LOUIS ‘PUNK’ 
TO CHICAGO ‘BIG SHOT 


Police Can’t Conceive of Gus 
Winkler Becoming an Under- 
world ‘“‘Master Mind.” 


Gus Winkler, No. 1 man in “Scar- 
face Al” Capone’s “business office,” 
began his criminal career in St. 
Louis as a member of the Cuckoo 
gang, but nothing in his record 
here ever indicated to the police 
the astuteness that carried him 
high in Chicago’s underworld be- 
fore his assassination there yester- 
day on a North Side street. 

St. Louis detectives who arrested 
Winkler many times classified him 
among themselves as “a big punk,” 
that is to say, a hoodlum who fol- 
lowed gangsters of greatcr repu- 
tation but showed no aptitude for 
the ambitious crimes of gangsters 
more highly regarded by the under- 
world, : 

When arrested here he was often 
in the company of the late Milford 
Jones, diminutive Cuckoo gangster, 
and Frederick R.- Burke, who as 
“Killer” Burke later became the 


s robber. Burke is now serving 
a life term at Marquette. prison 
for the murder of a policeman in 
St. Joseph, Mich. 
First Arrested When 22. 


Winkler was 22 years old when 
he was first arrested in St. Louis 
in 1920, so that he was 35 or 36 
when killed. He was a tall, husky 
youth with large eyes and bushy 
brows. Police records show that he 
was 6 feet, 1% inches tall. 

He served a Workhouse term of 
nine months in 1925 for felonious 
wounding of a girl, one of a group 
of three children whom he ran 
down with his automobile as a 


- 


Washington boulevard. Concurrent- 
ly, he served a term of nine months 
for carrying a concealed weapon, a 
charge resulting from his arrest in 
June of that year in company of 


In September of 1926 he was ar- 
rested with Thomas Connors and 
Thomas Wilders in an automobile 
in which policemen found thrde 
45 caliber revolvers wrapped in a 
newspaper. The late Judge Paul 
Gayer of Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection discharged all three pris- 
oners on a concealed weapons 
charge. Disgruntled detectives ar- 
rested them as they left the Munic- 
ipal Courts building, but finally 
were forced to release them be- 
cause of lack of another charge 
to hold them. 

Seen in St. Louls Last Week. 

Winkler left St. Louis late in 1926. 
Later as a member of the Capone 
gang, he was a subject of frequent 
inquiry from other police depart- 
ments to St. Louis as he became 
suspected in scores of bank robber- 
ies and other crimes. 

He was.seen in St. Louis last 
week. He explained to friends that 
he had come here to have some 
dental work done. During his earli- 
er career in St. Louis he lived at a 
hotel near Fifteenth and Market 
streets, and before moving to Chi- 
cago resided in the 4900 block of 
Siebert avenue.

Capt. Dineen said Carroll attempt- 
ed to alter his handwriting but even- 
tually wrote a signature similar to 
the name on the checks. Questioned 
about the salt company burglary, 
he admitted entering and stealing 
blank checks after finding no 
money, Capt. Dineen reported. The 
captain said Carroll told him he 
had been afraid to pass any of the 
blank checks. Capt. Dineen asked 
him about the fire, although the 
cause originally was thought to be 
defective wiring, and the statement 
followed. 

Carroll has been employed at a 
wage of $7 or $8 a week by Pitz- 
man’s Co. of Surveyors and Engi- 
neers, owners of the building.

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‘CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 10Dis 
covery of four new gases was an- 
nounced yesterday by Dr. Harold 
S. Booth, associate professor of 
chemistry at Western Reserve Uni- 
versity. The gasses, compounds of 
fluorine and chlorine with silicon, 
hydrogen and phosphorus, are 
known as monofluorodichlorosilane, 
difluorodichlorosilane, difluoromo- 
nochloraphosphene and monofluor- 
edichlorophospbene.

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U, S. SUPREME COURT GRANTS 
REVIEW IN MURDOCK CASE 


Argument in Income Tax Proceed- 
ing Against Gambler Is Set 
for Nov. 6. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10. — The 
United States Supreme Court yes- 
terday granted the Government’s re- 
quest for a review of the Harry 
Murdock income tax case and set it 
for argument on Nov. 6. 

Murdock, owner of the Mounds 
Club, a gambling resort near East 
St. Louis, also*“operated a slot ma- 
chine syndicate in Madison County 
from which, the Government con- 
tended, he received a large unre- 
ported income. He was indicted on 
a charge of refusing to tell who got 
$24,000 deducted from his income 
tax returns for 1927-28. The deduc- 
tions were carried as “salaries and 
commissions” and, in refusing to tell 
who received the. money, Murdock 
contended that to do so would tend 
to incriminate himself. 

At his first trial the Federal Dis- 
trict Court sustained Murdock’s 
plea, but was overruled by the Su- 
preme Court. The indictment was 
reinstated and at a second trial 
Murdock was convicted and sen- 
tenced to pay a $5000 fine and spend 
a year in prison. The conviction 
was reversed by the United States 
Court of Appeals at Chicago on the

QUTLOOK FOR FARMER 


Republican Senator Says Roose- 
velt Administration Is Mak- 
ing ‘Some Headway.” 


Partisan politics should be disre- 
garded, with members. of all par- 
ties uniting in support of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s. “broad recovery 
program,” Senator Capper of Kan- 
sas, the fifth senior Republican 


member of the Senate, said today 
at Hotel Statler prior to a lunch- 
eon address before the Advertising 
Club. 

Senator Capper, who observed 
that “people think less of politics 
than ever,” views the, progress of 
the recovery program optimistical- 
ly. He said he realized President 
Roosevelt has “a terrible job and 
has probably made some mistakes” 
but has noticed the Administration 
program has made “some headway” 
and feels the President is trying 
his best, furthering a program that 
is, bound to take time to get full 
results. 

Outiook for Farmer. 


The Senator regards the outlook 
for the farmer, especially in his 
wheat-growing State, as “brighter 
than for years,” although he added 
the farmer has yet to get increased 
prices for his products, while his 
costs have gone up. No general 
prosperity may be attained, he ob- 
served, until the farmer “gets a fair 
price for his products.” 

‘Kansas wheat growers, Senator 
Capper said, will get. $25,000,000 in 
allotment money this month. The 
Senator, who is interested in sev- 
eral wheat farms, said he regarded 
the wheat acreage reduction pro- 
gram as practical, entailing a 15 
per cent reduction in his State. 

Long an ardent dry, ‘Senator 
Capper, who has been in the Sen- 
ate since 1919, after serving as~the 
war-time Governor of Kansas, con- 
ceded that “the wets have won the 
battle..’ — 

“Kansas will not even vote on 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” Senator Capper said, “be- 
cause it would be a needless ex- 
pense as the amendment automat- 
ically will be repealed as soon as 
36 states vote to do so. 

- Thinks Kansas Is “Dry.” 

“But I am inclined to think that 
Kansas will remain dry, as it has 
for 52 years. We have had state- 
wide prohibition by constitutional 
amendment. The fight in Kansas 
will center on that amendment. The 
Legislature would have to call a 
referendum. It may do so this 
fall and it is possible it may not 
be done until next year.” 

Senator Capper conceded the 
weakness of “prohibition as we 
have it” but expressed doubt that 
the return to wetness will “be any 
better.” 

Expressing a fear that liquor in- 
terests. will attempt to gain politi- 
cal control and promote certain 
abuses prevailing in pre-prohibition 
days, the Senator said he was “in- 
clined to think that after two years 
thére may be a public reaction to- 
ward prohibition again.”

Three United States Public Health 
Service physicians were in excellent 
health today at the conclusion of a 
three-week ,test on themselves of 
the possibility that mosquitoes 
might carry encephalitis. 

So far, experiments of the sort, 
on human beings and on monkeys 
of a species apparently susceptible 
to the disease, have shown no evi- 
dence for the mosquito possibility. 


The test concluded today is the first

RIGHTS OF JEWS

Commission Finds They 
Are Entitled to ‘Justice 
Tolerance’ Guaran- 
teed in Minority Treaties. 
By the Associated Press. | 
GENEVA, Oct. 10. — With only 
Germany dissenting, the: political 
commission of the League of Na- 
tions assembly today recommended 
that the League publicly classify all 
numerically inferior racial groups 


as minorities entitled to “the justice 
and tolerance” guaranteed in minor- 


lity treaties. 


Previously the economic commis- 
sion of the Assembly adopted a res- 
olution providing for the creation of 
a high commission and governing 
body outside the machinery of the 
League to concern itself with or- 
ganized relief for Jewish refugees 
from Germany. 

The recommendation of the polit- 
ical commission will come before 
the Assembly tomorrow in the form 
of a resolution generally regarded 
as putting the League tacitly on 
record as suggesting an ameliora- 
tion of the German policy toward 
the Jews. 

The German delegates acquiesced 
to the first part of the political 
commission’s resolution which ex- 
pressed the hope that all countries 
extend the treaty benefits to the 
minorities whether signatories or 
not of the minority treaties. 

The Germans’ objection was ap- 
plied to a succeeding paragraph 
which interpreted minorities as in- 
cluding all racial, linguistic and re- 
ligious groups without exception. 

Germany, although not a signa- 
tory to the minority treaties, has 
agreed throughout the discussions 
on the generalization of minority 
rights as long as the Jews in Ger- 
many are not included. 

Under the economic commission's 
resolution, the high commissioner, 
to be appointed by the League coun- 
cil, “will provide insofar.as possible 
work for refugees in all countries 
which are able to offer it.” 

It was specified thet the relief 
organization shall be autonomous, 
Its initial funds will be obtained 
from the league budget, but it will 
be supported by private contribu- 
tions. 

The report expressed the hope 
that members and non-members of 
the league will collaborate in a 
solution of. the refugee problem. 

The impression prevailed that the 
United States Government would 
be invited to be represented on the 
governing board.

From Protestant, 
Catholic and Hebrew pulpits are sermons, 
hopeful, analytical, effective. The Fosdicks, Ryans 
and Wises are no longer voices in the wilderness. Re- 
ligion, through its commissioned officers in edificial 
grandeur and humble meeting house, has riseh intel- 
lectually to its opportunity and obligation. 

To the impatient who are disappointed because the 
Government has not already accomplished the mir- 
acle of banishing misery and restoring prosperity, the 
words of the Rev, Francis J. Hass at the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities may be commended. 
Father Hass is a member of the Labor Advisory Board 
of NRA, and a director of the National Catholic 
School of Social Service. The faint of heart, who are 
shaking dubious heads at the law’s recognition and 
guarantee of the right of collective bargaining and 
are fearful that organised labor’s unreasonable de- 
mands may kill the recovery program, might also 
profitably read what this churchman says. So coul 
others in the neutral zone. 

The NRA, as Father Hass admits, cannot correct 
in a few months the evils of a generation. ‘He com- 
pares the enterprise to the work of the Red Cross 
in a devastated area. “Most urgent needs must come 
first.” The first thing to do is to get people back 
to work. The Government is doing that. Not so 
rapidly as hoped for, or as optimistically promised, 
but the placing of more than 3,000,000 people on the 
payrolls in the few months of action is a pretty 
considerable achievement. As the recovery plan moves 
to an extension of credit unknown to us in time of 
peace, as the heavier industries begin to join all trade 
and industry in the upward movement, as the Gov- 
ernment utters its open sesame before the closed 
banks, and as the “Buy Now” campaign takes on the 
fervor of a patriotic movement all over the nation, we 
can well believe that winter shall find us better pre- 
pared than we were last year. 

As to strikes, every recovery period has them, Fa- 
ther Hass reminds us. “They are like an operation 
in a hospital, disagreeable and often dangerous, but, 
as a rule, necessary for health.” But it is in digging 
under the surface manifestations that Father Hass 
locates what seems to him the real ore. He observes 
the general acceptance of the concept by the middle 
class—professiona] people and merchants—that their 
prosperity is tied up with the workers, not the bank- 
ers. The color-line discrimination, economically, is 
fading out, as is that between men and women and 
city and country workers. He sees in this the be 
ginning, say, of industrial justice. He puts the cheat- 
er, or chiseler, under NRA in the same ethical cate 
gory as the gangster. Most significant of recent de- 
velopments, he thinks, is the evolution of recovery 
into the arbitration stage. The next step, he tells us, 
will be planning for a better future. 

Almost identical in sentiment and conclusions with 
Father Hass’ report is the pronouncement of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, by its president, the Rev. Dr. Albert W. Beaven, 
head of the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School. The 
statement lists the abolition of child labor, recognition 
of the right of labor to bargain collectively, the at- 
tempt to secure justice for the rural population and 
the formulation of codes of fair dealing in the various 
industries, as deserving cf special commendation. 
Philosophically, it bespeaks the attention of the 
church membership to “the permanent spiritual and 
ethical implications of the recovery program.” Like 
Father Hass, Dr. Beaven takes occasion mildly to 
reprove the impatient with the reminder that “it was 
not to be expected a flawless program could be de- 
veloped quickly, in time of great stress and anxiety,” 
and, with similar faith in the Government’s crusade, 
acknowledges the practicability of “a more co-opera- 
‘tive economic order, socially controlled for the com- 
mon good, and a willingness to relinquish privileges 
and power.” | 

By such testimony—and further evidence could be 
presented—the church has taken up cudgels for the 
forgotten man. It is battling in a great cause. 
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FOR WELFARE OF YOUNG ST. LOUISANS. 

Like all other social welfare agencies of the.com- 
munity, the Y. M. C. A. faces a season of greater 
demands arid more urgent needs with a seriously de- 
pleted treasury. This organization is unique in that 
it falls not far short of being self-sustaining; that is, 
85 per cent of its budget is derived from membership 
fees and the earnings of its business features. Only 
7 per eent of its budget will come from the Commun- 
ity Fund this year. To make up the vitally impor- 
tant 8 per cent remainder, the Y. M. C. A. this week 
is conducting a campaign for sustaining memberships, 
with $73,000 as the goal. This sum is essential to 
continuance of its program, with all its vital bearing 
on the health and welfare of the 50,000 boys and 
young men who partake of its benefits. Working 
through 870 organized groups in the city and county, 
the “Y” gives athletic, cultural, vocational and moral 
training; finds jobs for the unemployed; provides 
gathering places of wholesome character, The Y. M. 
C. A. is a community influence for good of the high- 
est type. Helping underwrite the continuance of its 
fine activities will be a social service of great value. 
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ST. LOUIS THROWS AWAY $70,000. 

A supplementary registration was held in St. Louis 
last Thursday, iũ preparation for the special election 
Nov. 21 on voting a transfer of funds to build a new 
Negro hospital. A total of 8735 voters registered, or 
about 13 persong to a precinct, Their enrollment 
cost $70,000, or $8 for each name added to the voting 
lists; It was a costly proceeding, and a wholly un-, 
necessary one.

Had no registration been held, the city would have 
had the $70,000 to use for sorely ‘needed rélief pur- 
poses, to apply on civic functions or what-not. 

And no registration would have been held had 8&t. 
Louis adopted a system of permanent registration, as 
has often been urged, or if the Legislature had passed 
a measure to that end, as unsuccessfully introduced 
at the last session. Under this method, as used in 
Milwaukee for the last 20 years, a voter’s namé, when 
once placed on the books, remains therefor life, un-

LORD GREY'S DECEPTION. | 

In his devastating criticism of the late Lord Ed-) 
ward Grey, Lloyd George blames him for failing to 
avert the war. He says: “Had he warned Germany of 
the point at which Britein would declare —— 
wage it with her whole strength—the issue would 
have been different.” 

That may be true. But however Grey might have 
erred in the terrible summer of 1914, his culpability 
goes back much farther than that to a secret verbal 
agreement he made, in which he pledged Great Brit- 
ain to fight for France. 

The existence of such an agreement was hinted at 
by Lord Lansdowne in August, 1914, when he told 
the House of Lords that Great Britain must enter the 
war because of treaty obligations “and those other 
obligations which are not less sacred because they 
are not embodied in signed and sealed documents.” 
In 1919, Marshal Joffre testified before a French com- 
mission that “a military convention existed with En- 
gland which would not be divulged as it bore a se 
cret character.” : 

Lord Grey, described by Col. House as one of the 
noblest figures he ever knew in public life, denied 
repeatedly in public that his nation was obligated to 
defend France under a secret agreement, and in fact 
the truth was withheld even from members of the 
British Cabinet. The incident illustrates the perils | 
of that secret diplomacy indicted by Woodrow Wilson. 

Millions of British lives were put at stake by Lord | 
Grey, yet they were denied knowledge of the fate to 
which they had been pledged. And when the die was 
cast, and the gallant troops went to the holocaust in 
France, they were told that the Kaiser wag respon- 
sible for everything. 

Nothing can undo the great tragedy of the war, 
but if researches into its origin, disclosing the stu- 
pidity, deception and chicanery of statesmen, do not 
help to prevent a repetition of it, the human race is 
unable to learn even the plainest of lessons. 
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TWENTY-TWO YEARS. 

Thevworld do move. President Roosevelt reminded 
us of it in his speech at the unveiling of the monu- 
ment to Samuel Gompers. Speaking) of the bill passed 
by the New York Legislature, limfting the work of 
women in industry to 54 hours a/ week, he recalled 
that he and his associates, Robert Wagner and Alfred 
E. Smith, who led the fight for the measure, with 
the counsel of Mr. Gompers, were “labeled radicals.” 

That was in 1911. Today the 54-hour week has dis- 
appeared from enlightened industry. And one won- 
ders how it will be in 22 years from now. Will the 
enlightened industry of 1955 look back with pathetic 
but amused tolerance at the reactionaries who now 
regard proponents of the 30-hour week as “radicals”? 

There was another angle, historically interesting, to 
this legislative enactment which the President has 
reminiscently revived. The opposing interests took 
it into court, which declared the act unconstitutional. 
The opinion precipitated Theodore Roosevelt into a 
fine fury. How much it may have influenced his pro 
posal, subsequently embodied in the Progressive plat- 
ferm of 1912, for the recall of judicial decisions, is 
conjectural, but the affair\provided a tense moment in 
Col. Roosevelt's speech at the Progressive purty’s 
convention, when he shook his oratorical fist at the 
ruling and, weighing his words, screamed this defi- 
ance: “The Court of Appeals of New York has said 
that the people of New York cannot say how many 
hours a week the women of New York may work. I 
say they can.” 

Yes, the world has traveled a long, long way in 22 
years. In 1911, it is safe to say, the “prominent citi- 
zens” in every community clothed “Sam” Gompers in 
Mephistophelian garb, with the horns and hoofs of a 
very real and menacing devil, and the labor leader 
himself, it may be ventured, never dreamed in his 
fondest imaginings of an occasion when he should be 
memorialized in sculpture, with the President of the 
United States participating in the ceremony. 

Well, it has come to pass. There is history in it 
—embroidered, it may be, with prophecy. 

AUTOMOBILES OF THE FUTURE. 

Have we attained the last word in automobile de- 
sign? Are the streamline models of today the dernier 
cri in construction? The answer of Daniel C. Sayre, 
an aeronautical engineer, writing in the American 
Mercury, is an emphatic “No!” ‘Mr. Sayre says the 
current automobiles are “about as well streamlined as 
a dornick, which means a slightly battered brick.” 

The ideal of streamlining is to reduce air resistance 
to its lowest possible point, and it can be achieved | 
only by a type of construction which permits air to 
slip by without setting up disturbances, in terms of 
water called whirlpools, eddies and vortices. Now, 
the characteristic automobile of today violates nearly 
every principle of streamlining, according to Mr. 
Sayre. — 

He cites the narrow engine in front and the bulbous 
tonneau in the rear as reversing the airplane system 
of design—blunt nose and sharp tail—and as causing 
a veritable witches’ cauldron of eddying air; the 
presence of the windshield behind the engine, which 
“completely ruins the flow over the top half of the 
car”; the radiator, which, when closed,.is a flat plate 
and, when open, permits air to whistle through the 
hood, emerging through openings to hamper the flow 
along the sides of the'car; the numerous gadgets, 
such as mudguards, spare tires and bumpers, all ¢re- 

' Nor is Mr. Sayre merely a destructive critic. He 
tells us what the car of the future will look like. 
The engine will be in the rear: the front will be 
broad and blunt; the windshield will be replaced by 
windows let into the nose and sides of the body; 
wheels will be inclosed within the body; the two 
rear wheels will be merged into one; all outside gad- 
gets will disappear. There you have it. Well. what 
is it? As we have said, Mr. Sayre is an aeronautic 
engineer, and, like the shoemaker sticking to his last, 
he has merely taken the afrplane out of the air and

There is, however, much to be said for 
a little silence now and then, especially 
for those who act on or write currently 
about public matters. For a large part of 
the mischief and folly of the world comes 
from rushing in, taking a position and then 
not knowing how to retreat. There is some-

When the utterance is published, the Rubi- 
con has been crossed and the bridges have 
been burned. It seems to end the inquiry, 
and after that we almost cease to be inter- 
ested in the truth, béing so preoccupied 
to prove that we already possess it.

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DR. HUGO TOLPPEN 
DIES IN CALIFORNIA 


South St. Louis Physician Well 
Known as Gymnast—Was 
79 Years Old. 


Dr. Hugo Toeppen, 79 years old, 
a gymnast and for 38 years a family 
physician in South St. Louis, died 
Sept. 26 at his home in Riverside, 
Cal., it became known here today. 
His body was cremated. 

Until a short time before he left 
St. Louis two years ago, when his 
sight began to fail, Dr. Toeppen was 
active in the Concordia Turn Ve- 
rein, of which he was the oldest 
member. At the age of 58 he won a 
wrestling championship in a dis- 
trict Turner meet and he was still 
demonstrating fine points of the 
sport when he entered his seventies.

The surest way to kill the gold- 
en goose—and it hasn’t been any- 
thing like as gold-bearing as for- 
merly—is for officials to close 
their eyes to what is happening 
at race tracks and let the cheat- 
ers run wild, as they seem to have 
been doing at many tracks. Dven- 
tually an outraged public will 
wake up to the fact that the cards 
are stacked against them and re- 
main away. ‘ ‘ 


Owners Have the Upper Hand. 


RACK officials have been 
looking out the window. The 

expansion of racing, which put 
@ premium /on race horses due to 
their scarcity, has in a measure 
put the track promoters at the 
mercy of the horse owner. 

Owners of big and small sta- 
bles, instead of soliciting stall 
room, are now solicited by the 
track owners. In some instances 
transportation has been guaran- 
teed. In other cases the owners 
t-ve been permitted to purchase 
feed and supplies from the track 
witnout paying back—at loast we 
have been reliably informed that 
this practice exists. 

The net result of this is that 
the officials of tracks become as- 
tigmatic or blind to racing re- 
versals that a few years ago 
would have resulted in severe 
penalties. In the language of the 
turf—“they’re gettig away with 
murder.” 


The suggestion made in this 
column some weeks ago that 
the track officials take over all 
the entries two hours before the 
racés begin would certainly nip 
many a dope plot in the bud. 

And a keener use of the binocu- 
lars by the officials might uncov- 
er plenty of other . skulduggery 
that seems evident, from merely 
looking up the past performances 
of the horses, at almost any race- 
track you een name.

THE COLLEGE IDEAL 


HERE seems to be a definite 
1 change in the ideals of educa- 

tion today, which is largely in- 
dicative of the world’s thought. 
The conception of culture as an 
end desirable in itself is fast disap- 
pearing, and we are in danger of 
turning both our schools and col- 
leges into vocational! institutions. 
The roots of the difficulty reach 
back into the homes and into the 
ideals which they instill in the 
young people. College has become 
a universal goal for which every 
boy and gir) is trained to aim. 
There are a great many people 
for whom college is as unnecessary 
as a fifth wheel to a cart, unless we 
decide to make the college educa- 
tion purely utilitarian. 
Because we have stressed its im 
portance so unduly, it has beconie 
to many young people a social 


training school where they may 
make valuable contacts for the fu- 


ture, which will help them in sales- 


’ 


manship or in society. To others 
it is an arena for sports, and 
brawn rather than brain is the es- 
sential gain which they expect to 
make. 

Many look upon college as a trade 
school where they may prepare to 
be good secretaries, housekeepers, 
clerks and accountants. 

It may have all of these aspects, 
but over and above these it should 
give something else—a preparation 
for a full and rounded life. 

The child who is trained to ac- 
cept it as a matter of course, and 
who approaches the college ideal 
simply because it is expected of 
him, with no real conception of life 
beyond earning a living, is not fit- 
ted to sit at the feast which the 
college spreads before him. A trade 
school or. a good club, either ath- 
letic or social, will do him quite as 
well, and will save his wasting four 
years before he starts on his life 
work.
